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Bennett Bill Prohibits 
Bogus Property Liens 


A bill recently passed by the Michi- 
gan legislature will protect Michigan 
property owners against individuals who 
place false liens on property as aformof 
intimidation and harassment, accord- 
ing to Senator Loren Bennett. 

Bennett said he introduced the leg- 
islation after a Westland constituent 
brought to his attention the fact that 
current laws do not require notification 
of the property owner, nor a full and fair 
accounting of the facts, in orderto place 
a lien. 

"At first, | simply wanted to close 
that loophole," Bennett said. "It didn't 
seem right that any lien — false or legiti- 
mate —could be placedupon aperson's 
property without that person being noti- 
fied and without proper justification be- 
ing provided.” 

Bennett explained that, as he pro- 
ceeded with the bill, he was contacted 
by law-enforcement personnel who sup- 
ported his action. 

"Evidently, it is not uncommon for 
antigovernment groups to place false 
liens against the property of police offic- 
ers and other public officials as a means 
of harassment. Now, not only will the 
property owner be notified and pro- 
vided with a full and fair accounting of

the facts; but, if an individual files a lien 
without lawful cause and with intent to 
harass, that individual may be charged 
with a felony offense." 

Acompanion bill provides penalties 
for engaging in such activity. Penalties 
include imprisonment for up to three 
years, or a fine of up to $5000, or both. 
In addition, the court may award the 
landowner all the costs of the action, 
including actual attorney fees and 
damages incurred due to the action. 

The bill now awaits the Governor's 
signature. Q

Reader Says She’ s Had 
Enough of Untruths 


Dear editor: 

As a concerned citizen and resi- 
dent of the area, as well as a mother of 
three children, | feel an obligation to 
reveal the truth about R.P. Lilly. 

This man is constantly seen at Ro- 
mulus City Council meetings, preach- 
ing his version of goodness and hon- 
esty to the public via the cable telecasts 
of these meetings. 

It is, in fact, wonderful for him to 
establish plaques and trees memorial- 
izing those who have served in public 
office and have since passed away. 
What is notwondertul about R.P.. Lilly is 
his continued effort to misrepresent the 
facts and to tell partial truths intention- 
ally spunto mislead people. His misrep- 
resentations and half-truths are even 
more atrocious when he says that all he 
wants to do is "tell the truth" — right after 
he has purposely misrepresented the 
facts. 

One clear example of Mr. Lilly's 
effort to mislead the public occurred at 
the November 25, 1996 meeting of the 
Romulus City Council, where Lilly re- 
peated a statement made by Judge 
Claudia Morcom at a hearing in The 
City of Romulus v. Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. case. At the Coun- 
cil meeting, Lilly told the audience that 
Morcom made a statement to the effect 
that TRUTH (Taylor and Romulus United 
for Truth and Honesty) had sent a letter 
to the Court, and that this kind of effort 
to influence. the Court would not be 
tolerated — and, if continued, could re- 
sult in criminal charges. 

Judge Morcom did make that state- 
ment. |was at the hearing and heard her 
Say it. So, when Lilly repeated that small 
Portion of Morcom's statement, he 
wasn't lying — but he wasn't telling the 
whole truth, either. That's because Lilly 
omitted what Morcom said about hav- 
ing received a number of othermailings 
which included copies of newspaper 
articles and advertisements, and that 
these were also improper because they 
were an attempt to draw the Court's 
attention to information that may or may 
not be factual, and that had not come 
through the proper channels that must 
be used for legal proceedings. 


Why is the rest of Morcom's state- 
ment (which Lilly neglected to repeat at 
the Council meeting) important? It's 
important because Lilly also claimed 
that his RECAP (Romulus Environmen- 
talists Care About People) group has 
never tried to influence or bring about 
any influence inthe lawsuits — and that's 
not true! a3 


In fact, Lilly has provided me and 
:.. others with a copy of a letter addressed 
-‘*- to Judge Morcom from RECAP, andtold 


me it had. been sent to the judge. This 
letter—dated February 22, 1995-stated: 
"We the members of RECAP of 
Romulus represent the views of a ma- 
jority of citizens of Romulus. We cannot 
understand how this company Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) 
can openly criticize your ruling on the 
zoning of this facility and publish this 
type of criticism in newsletters sent by 
massive mailing to the community and 
also publish it in local newspapers. 
"This seems unfair criticism to us. 
We are not trying to interfere with this 
court case, but we felt you should be 
aware of this, since they are using your 
name in their propaganda. Please find 
enclosed newspaper ads and a letter 
mailed to the taxpayers of Romulus." 
So, on the one hand, RECAP sent 
an improper letter with improper enclo- 
sures to Judge Morcom-— while, on the 
other hand, Lilly is speaking to the pub- 
lic at Council meetings and telling the 
people that RECAP would never do 
such a thing. This is a man who twists 
the facts to hurt others. This is not an 
example of the actions of an honest or 
ethical person, and certainly not those 
of a true "environmentalist." 
| refuse to associate with Lilly be- 
cause he uses intimidation as a means 
to persuade others to believe his lies 
and distortions. Lilly has threatened me 
and others, unsuccessfully. We will not 


give in to his tactics. 


Unfortunately, this is not just an 
isolated event, but atrendthat has been 
going on for a long time. Lilly is just not 
about truth, honesty, or ethics. It is sad 
to see members of RECAP influenced 
so strongly by Lilly's behavior. Some- 
one or some group should publicly cor- 
rect Lilly each time he twists the truth. 

This writer has had enoughof Lilly's 
representations, partialtruths, untruths, 
and intimidation. This writer plans to 
publicly present the truth each time Lilly 
misrepresents facts. | promise the resi- 
dents of the area that my statements 
will be based on fact. 

Acopy of RECAP's letter and Judge 
Morcom's transcript are attached to this 
letter, and will be provided to the Romu- 
lus City Council and the Mayor.

Add 

cold water, whipping cream, and ice 

cubes, and blend until ice is crushed.

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Students Mediate Conflicts 


Most of the time, kids and adults 
can solve their own conflicts by using 
the "Rules for Fighting Fair" as their 
guide — but sometimes outside help, in 
the form of a mediator, is needed. 

Mediation is a quick, fair way to 
resolve conflicts between people. A 
mediator does nottake sides, but serves 
as an impartial listener and facilitator to 
help people in conflict to come to an 
agreement. 

Young people around the world are 
learning to be such mediators for their 
peers — and among them are 23 Romu- 
lus Middle School students, who have 
just completed two days of intense train- 
ing in "conflict resolution,” a part of the 
process for becoming a peer mediator. 
The workshop was conducted by a cer- 
tified trainer, Linda Bradfield, a counse- 
lorat Romulus Middle School, and Diane 
Vidovic, a social worker at Romulus 
Adolescent Health Center.

Six of the mediators and their spon- 
sor, Linda Bradfield, had an opportunity 
to participate in a County-wide Diversity 
Youth Conference at Detroit Mercy Col- 
lege on November 22. Information ob- 
tained from the conference was excel- 
lent in helping the students plan their 
"Peace Month" program, which they 
are sponsoring to promote the -use of 
mediators to solve disputes. The advi- 
sor class with the lowest number of 
referrals to the Assistant Principal's of- 
fice for the month of December, in both 
the seventh and eighth grades, will re- 
ceive a pizza party.

Month than December!
